(4) Every person who lias facility to reclaim any 
Ozone Depleting Substance shall maintain rccoids anil 
file reports in the manner specified in Part IV of Sche¬ 
dule IX. 

(5) Every person who has facility to destroy any 
Ozone Depleting Substance shall maintain lecords and 
file reports in the manner specified in Part V of Sche¬ 
dule IX. 

(6) Every person who manufactures, imports, ex¬ 
ports or sells compressors shall maintam records and 
file reports in the manner speefied in Part VI of 
Schedule IX. 

(7) Records being maintained in accordance with 
the above sub-rules shall he mode available for inspec¬ 
tion as specified in Part VTT of SeheduN TX. 

15. Changes in Schedules.—(1) The Central Gov¬ 
ernment may, at any time, by notification in the offi¬ 
cial Gazette, make changes in the Schedules, 

16. Exemption. —(1 ) Nothing contained in these 
Rules shall applv to applications or circumstances 
specified in Schedule ATT.
